Both the sensational breuen of promise suit 
of Lillian Ashley against E. J. Baldwin and 
the career of the defendant came near ending 
tragically in Judge Slack’s court-room this 
morning. As it ia, the famous horseman is 
wearing a-crease in his scalp while the 
pistol wielder, a sister of the plaintiff, is in 
jail in default of $10,000 bonds on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder. 

The attack on Baldwiu brought on an en- 
counter between Crittenden, Miss Ashley's 
lawyer, and Baldwin’s manager, H. A. Un- 
ruh. Both men made a threatening demon- 
stration, but were separated before they 
could get their weapons into action, and to- 
morrow they will endeavor to show cause

eral weeks, began this morning with plaintiff 
on the stand. Her sister, Emma Ashley, 
occupied a seat outside the rail, smiling and 
happy, to all appearances. From the very 
first it looked as though Emma Ashley re- 
garded the whole proceeding ak a joke; she 
laughed when on the witness stand and 
smiled from time to time as something 
interesting or amusing in the testimony 
struck her« Suddenly there was a flash and 
a report.

DETAILED PLANS OF THE SUGAR KING. 


Claus Spreckels Tells How He Hopes 


to Redeem California by the Man- 
ufagture of Beet Sugar. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY DERECHEF.] 
Paris, July 2.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by New 
York Journal.J—This afternoon I had an in- 
terview with Claus Spreckels, who is stop- 
ping in Paris on his way home: from Ger- 
many, in which the sugar king told mie the 


‘full details of his successful mission to Ger- 


many and the development of his project 
of establishing immense beet sugar plants 
in California and his plans for pushing: the 
echeme. He said: 

‘I came to Europe this time for the express 
purpose.of getting my beet sugar scheme 
going. That was the sole object of the trip 
and during two months over here I have 
been*hard at it all the time and have been 
in every way successful. Before I left home 


I circulated. a pamphlet throughout Cali, 


fornia, sending a copy to every farmer and 
land-owner in the State. I showed them as 
clear as daylight they must start growing 
beets in California if they Meant to keep 
their heads above the water. They are 
growing wheat at a.loss and I will put them 
in the way of growing beets at a profit. 
With every pamphlet I sent|a quantity of 
beet seed. 

“The more they grow the richer they will 
be. I can take all they can raise, and my 
scheme will be the salvation of the country, 
but there is much to.do to insure this end. 

“The appliances we have in America at 
present will not do. There is no money in 
using them ona lurge scale. Germany is away 
ahead of us, and'I have been all over that 
country to find out whatever there is to 
learn. I have secured a number of patents 
which are indispensable for making the pro- 
duction of beet sugar a success. With them 
1 am certain of founding an’ immense and 
prosperous industry. I have inspected every 
factory in Germany of importance. They 
do not like strangers, but I went wherever 
I wished and saw whatever I wanted, and 


-‘I got all I require. 


“I sail for the United States from South- 
ampton July 4, and I will start work im- 
mediately after I get home in three or four 
factories. A part of the machinery is al- 
ready building in‘'Germany. The remainder 


‘will be begun at home as soon as I get there.

As long as the 
wind comes to us from that direction it 
will be hot, and perhaps hotter.”’ 

At 7 a. m. the thermometer stood at 76°, the 
rise was steady up to 87° at 2 o'clock, and 
two hours later it began to fall. By 9it was 
82°.

“It will be as bad 
or worse tomorrow, with the chance of a 
thunder-storm offering the only deliver- 
ance.’”’

It went toColon 
June’ 19 for repairs and the Spanish Consul 
there has been striving ever since to have 
the Colombian Government. hold it as an 
active enemy of Spain.

GREATER NEW YORK COMMISSION 
BESIEGED WITH SCHEMES. 


Brooklyn Men Are Anxious to Pre- 
serve Autonomy~—Afraid of Being 
Taxed for the Benefit of New York 


Proper—Borough Government Pro- 


posed—Gen. Wingate Wants Three 
Separate .Mayors—Regular Legis- 
lature with Two Houses Proposed. 


New York, July 2,—(Special.J—If the old 


adage that “a house divided against itself 
is bound to fall” holds good for the new 
municipal household of Greater New York, 
then it is high time for Father Knicker- 
bocker to get into his subcellar and slide 
down the cover. It was an easy enough 
matter to create a Greater New York in the 
Legislature when things are properly fixed, 
but the trick of arranging a charter under 
which the elephantine municipality is to be 
governed is an altogether different matter. 
The Greater New York commission is al- 
ready under way and the chances for a 
poll-parrot time in hitting upon an equitable 
System are increasing. The commission is 
sitting regularly and schemes for the new 


government are coming in with rapidity. 


They are as numerous.as the colors of 
Jacob’s coat. 

William C. Dewitt, the Brooklyn member 
of the commission whose eonstituency re- 
gards the absorption of Brooklyn into New 
York as little leds than a calamity, will stand 
fora borough government, such as is in oper- 
ation in London. He has already set sucha 
plan on paper. This is because it will give 
Brooklyn:a chance to administrate its own 
local affairs. In this way he: sees that 
Brooklyn will get the worth of the taxes it 
pays. While he is in love with New York, 
he can already see Brooklynites contribut- 
ing the wherewithal to improve the public 
works of that portion of the city which lies 
west of East River. What New York proper 


wants under such a system it will have to. 


pay for itself. o 

Gen. George W. Wingate blossomed out to- 
day with a new idea. He wants the greater 
city divided into three separate governments, 
with three separate Mayors, oue to consist 
of New York and Westchester, one of 
Brooklyn and all the territory on Long Isl- 
and, the third to consist of Staten Island. 
The Brooklynites- would probably fall in 
with this plan, as it would still give them a 
chance for sectional autonomy. 

A third plan that is gaining ground is to 
have the legislature divided into an upper 
and lower house,- very much on the order 
of the ordinary State government. The de- 
lays in legislation that would arise from such 
a@ system are apparent. a 


A fourth system which would find ready 


acceptance with the Gothamite is to have 
New York, with its larger representation, 
run the whole thing. But before any such 
arrangement gains acceptance New York 
will be torn with inter-urban war. 


RECEIVER FOR THE RECORDER. 


George W. Turner Is Appointed and a 
Reorganization Will Be Effected. 
New York, July 2.—On the application of 

Samuel Untermeyer as counsel for the of-

‘The appointment of a receiver is the re- 
sult of a friendly understanding between 
all the interests. Mr. Turner was named by 
the bondholders, creditors, and stockholders, 
The receivership is a part of a general plan 
of reorganization, and is not due to any di- 
versity of interests of the parties. 

“Mr. Turner will continue to conduct the 
paper on the lines on which it has been here- 
tofore conducted, and there will be no 
changes in its management as a resuit of 
the receivership.

quietly that an Italian fruit seller on the 
corner was entirely ignorant of any trouble 
in the store. : 

On the outside the two robbers weré met 


by_a third, who was evidently. watching, 


and the three then walked swiftly across 


Wabash avenue, where they sought shelter 
in the dark shadows-of the Twelfth street 
viaduct. Once there they were seen to begin 
running, turning south in the alley between 
Wabash avenue and State street. 

Mr. Butler happened to walk out to the 
front of the store about a minute after the 
thieves had left and found Kotz in a state 
of collapse. That was the first that Butler 
knew of the robbery, and he was not ten 
feet away while the robbers were plundering 
the register. 


Kotz’s Version of It. - 
Thuugh the daring trio were seen by sev- 


eral people on the street no one but Wallace 


Kotz had personal dealings with them. 

“I owas standing in front of the soda 
fountain counter,” said Kotz, “ when two 
men entered the store. They were so quiet 
I would not have known of their entrance 
had I not seen them. I stepped up to the 
taller one and asked what was wanted, For 
answer I got three guns pointed at me—they 
looked as big as cannon. 

*““* We are the long and the short of it, 
see?’ said the tall man. ‘ We are a little 
short tonight. Keep your mouth shut, too, 
or your name is Mud,’ I didn’t have a gun, 
so 1 dropped down in the seat near the door, 
while the tall man stood in front of me hold- 


ing two guns pointed at my head, but half ; 


under his coat, so they couldn’t be seen 
from the street. The short man tiptoed 
over to the cash register, opened 
it, scooped up the money, over §50, 
and then both walked out of the store. 
**The next I remember was when Butler 
came out from behind the prescription par- 
tition and spoke to me. ‘Phe men had gone, 
and in a minute or two the police came. 
One of the robbers was smooth shaven, the 
other may have had a small mustache. I 
don’t know. The tall man wore a slouch 
hat, the short one aderby. One was dressed 
in a ght suit, the other in a black: cuta- 
way.” : 
Butler, the other clerk in the store, was 
not aware of the holdup till it was all over. 
“At 9:40 I came out from behind the pre- 
scription counter,”’ said he, “‘ an] saw Kotz 
on the seat near the door. ‘ What's up,’ J 
asked him; for he was deadly white. ‘We 
have been held up,’ he told me. ‘ Lookin tke 
till.’ It ¥es empty and after I had fixed up 
Kotz, who was half unconscious, I[ tele- 
phoned to the police. I didn’t see the rob- 
bers at all.”’

Smith, whose story shows the robbery care-" 


fully planned. 

** Wednesday night about 11 o’clock,”’ said 
Mrs. Smith last night, ‘“‘I went down to 
Lane’s store to get some medicine and com- 
ing back I noticed a man peering in the 
window. | 

** After reaching my room I looked out and 
saw him still keeping watch on, the place. 
He must have been there twenty minutes; 
hcew much longer I don’t know, for I went to 
bed. He was about five feet six inches tall, 
wore dark clothes, and a white straw hat. 
His hair was dark and he wore a mustache. 

‘** Tonight about half an hour before the. 
robbery 1 saw the same man standing on 
the curb, but didn’t watch him long. My 
boy says he saw this same man running 
away with the two who robbed the store,”’ 


Escape Was Neatly Done, 

The escape of the robbers was a neat feat- 
ure of the holdup. They trotted off leisure- 
ly, keepfig in a compact bunch, and holding 
their pockets astheyran. They passed close 
to the fruit stand at the foot of the Twelfth 


street viaduct, and almost ran over a colored | 


man and a colored woman who were stand- 
ing on the sidewalk beside the viaduct. 
Quickening their speed the men darted into 
the shadow and turned south and ran under 
the structure at the elevated railway. ‘The 
tunnel at the alley is only ten or twelve feet 
high and the shadows are quite thick at this 
point. No one pursued and the direction 
taken after the men left Twelfth” street 
was not observed by any one, as far as the 
police could ascertain. 

Dozens .of people saw the men escape and 
many: of them acknowledged they thought 


"something was wrong, but no one gave an 


alarm. Police Lieut. Wood was moved to 
grief when he learned this phase of the 
case. 

‘There has not been a holdup this sum- 


| mer where there was a better chance to 


eatch the thieves if an alarm had been 
given,’’ said the Lieutenant. ‘“‘Our men 
were scattered all around, and Policeman 
Fay was eating his supper in Farrell's just 
one door beyond the drug store. He heard 
no sound and learned of the matter only 
when some one came in from the drug store 
and said there had been a stick-up. He 
rushed into the place and immediately gave 
the alarm by telephone to Central and Har- 
rison street. 

** But just to think—a holdup on one of-the 
busiest corners south of Van Buren street, 
with hundreds of people in the street and 
none.with common sense enough to-say a 
word until the robbers were out of sight.” 

Officer Fay said he was on the corner a few 
moments before the holdup and observed 
nothing unusual. The robbers did their 
work so quietly not an inkling of what was 
going on inside was suspécted until the rob- 
bérs left the place. 

‘When some one casually dropped into 
Farrell’s and said there was a holdup I. 
jumped up and ran into the drug store,” 
said Fay. ‘*1 found Coates standing in a 
limp sort of 'way against the soda fountain, 
I asked if there had beer any trouble, He 
answered alrtiost inaudibly ‘ yes.’ I saw the 


man was unable to render any more assist- 


ance and ran to the telephone to give the 
alarm. Then I got descriptions from évery- 
body that had seen the men and by this time 
the police from Harrison and Central were 
on hand.” °° . 

Heard Money Jingling. 

David H. Blood, 14 years old, who was 
tending the fruit-stand at the foot of the 
viaduct, said he saw the men trot across the 
street. They were holding their pockets and 
money could be heard jingling. He and 
another boy, Eddie Van Leunen, No, 1228 
Wabash avenue, stepped aside to let the 
men pass, and Eddie remarked something 
must be wrong. Neither thought.of giving 
an alarm. 

John Albright, a guest at the Somerset 
House, northeast corner of Wabash avenue 
and Twelfth streets, said he saw the men 
run away and he, too, believed they were 
evil-doers, but he said he was not a watch- 
man and did not think to giveanalarm. An 
officer in uniform passed by two or: three 
minutes later, he said, coming from the 
north, but he did not call attention to his 
suspicions. 

Policeman Mead arrived from the south 
about ten minutes after the robbery. He 
had seen the, crowd, and had run up from 
Thirteenth street. Officer McDonald, who 
travels on the east side of the street, was &t 
the north end of his beat. He and Mead 
pass one another, It is probable the thieves 
acquainted themselves with the new patrol 
system, and took advantage of the time 
when both the officers were at the ends of 
thefr routes. 

Byron Rice and John Buckler, Illinois 
Central operators, who were sitting in front 
of the Vichery Building, also saw the.men 
run across the street, but suspected noth- 
ing. é 

Calls the Men Cowards. 

‘Tl captured a live burglar myself once,” 
said Mrs. EK, A. Ainslie, No, 1218 Michigan 
avenue, ‘‘ and if I had only known the three 
men I saw running out of the store were 
burglars I wouldn’t have acted like those 
cowardly mén in the store,

get up and chase them when he saw what 
they had done? I never stopped ‘to sec 
whether the burglart caught was armed or 
not, and I didn’t care if Ne was. He was 
the one that was scared.

Distinguished Confederate Officer 
Passes Away—Appointed Minister 
to Austria by Cleveland. 


Clifton Springs, N. Y.; July 2.—Gen. A. R: 
Lawton of Savannah, Ga., died at the Clif- 
He had a 
stroke of paralysis on Friday last, from 


which he did not rally, His remains jwill be | 


teken to his late home. 


Alexander Robert Lawton was born in 
Beaufort County, South Carolina, about 1818. 
He was educated at the West Point Military 
Academy, from which he graduated in 183, 
receiving a commission as Second Lieuten- 


ant in the First Artillery. He was stationed’ 


on the northern frontier until 1841; when 
he resigned. He then studied law at Har- 
vard, and in 1842 was admitted to the bar 
at Savannah, Ga. He was President of the 
Savannah and gusta railroad from 1849 
to 1854. In 1854/he was elected to the State 
Senate in Georgia, where he remained until 
1861. In 1860 be presided over the Georgia 
Democratic convention. 

When the civil war broke out he was 
Colonel of the only volunteer regiment in 
Georgia, and seized Fort Pulaski under oy- 
ders from Gov. Joseph E. Brown. 
in command at Savannah until April, 1861, 
when he became Brigadier-General in the 
provisional Confederate army, and was 
— in command of the Georgia coast. 

June, 1862, he was transferred to Vir- 
ginia, and served in several campaigns. He 
was given command of a division, and was 
severely wounded at Antietam. After his 
recovery he served as Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral until the close of the war. 

He then resumed the practice of law, and 
was elected to the Legislature in 1875. In 
1885 President Cleveland appointed him 
Minister to Russia, but the disabilities in- 
curred by taking part in the rebellion .had 
not been removed, and the appointment 
could not be confirmed. He was subsequent- 
ly appointed Minister to binge .

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY (OFFICIALS 
DEDICATE ORIENTAL MUSEUM. 


Notable Occasion Draws a Vast Audi- 
emce to the Convocation Tent— 
Prof. George 8. Goodsapeed’s Address 
on Behalf of the Donor—Presideat 
Harper’s Words of Acceptance— 
Rabbi Hirsch Speaks of True Sci- 
ence—Other Happenings of the Dar 


Another vast, sweltering audience gath- 
ered in the convocation tent at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago yesterday to witness the ex- 
ercises in the formal dedication of Haskell 
Oriental Museum. There was the same pre- 
liminary spectacular procession of the 
trustees, members of the faculty, and official 
guests of the university that was witnessed 
the day before. 

On the platform were grouped the officers 
and faculty of the university, together with 
the distinguished scholars who are. attend- 
ing the quinquennial exercises this week. | 

n the absence of Mrs. Frederick Haskell, 
the donor of the new building, Prof. George 
S Goodspeed made the speech of presenta- 
tion, and handed over the keys to President 
Harper. He said: 

“In providing this building it is the 
thought of Mrs. Haskell that Oriental 
studies, important as they are in themselves; 
should find their center and their greatest 
utility in their contributions ‘to the better 
knowledge of the divine revelation contained 
in the Jewish and Christian scriptures. How 
well and wisely has she discerned the signs 
of the times! The Bible is a new book in the 
light of our new studies in Oriental Hfe, Ori- 


ental philology, Oriental history, Oriental © 


archeology, and Oriental religion.’ 
President Harper’s Acceptance. 

President Harper formally jaccepted the 
gift tor the university; After briefly and 
feelingly recounting the history of the 
building and the generosity of | ithe donor, he 
said: 

“The building, important as ‘it is in itself, 
means more than at first sight would appear. 
In securing this building the luniv ersity at 
the same time secured $900, 000: which, so 
far-as one can see, would have been lost to 
the university but for Mrs. Haskell’ s timely 
help. 

“Few women, I make bold’ to affirm, ever 
indicated a broader comprehension of mod- 
ern truth and modern methods than 
has the woman whose name we deé- 
Sire to honor today. The gift -has 
been prompted by an honest and sincere 
desire to benefit’ the human race, and the 
method of*giving was as gracious as the 
thought which prompted it was broad. It 
came without restrictions of any kind. 
There have been many contributions to the 
cause of religion, but no single contribution 
was ever made with purer ‘motive or deeper 
purpose.

Rabbi Hirsch in Dedicatory Words. 


Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch made the dedicatory 
address. He said: 

* True science is always reyérential. None 
has ever in the truly scientifie spirit ap- 
proached the study of traditions without 
impressed with the certainty that 
God's Thorah is perfect, whether written on 
parchment or on the tablets of the human 
heart. This museum will be dedicated to 
this, its glorious opportunity.” 

The following telegram was read and sent 
to Mrs. Haskell by President Harper: 

** Mrs. Caroline E. Haskell, Michigan City, 
Ind.—Mr. Rockefeller, the trustees, faculty, 
students, friends, and visiting Orientalists 
send you greeting on this day of the dedica- 
tion of the magnificent building provided by 
your generosity for the furtherance of Ori- 
ental religious studies. We regret your nec- 
essary absence from us today, and hope that 
your life may be spared many years to see 
the results of your benefaction.

BANQUET FOR J. D. ROCKEFELLER. 


University’s Founder Is Entertained 
by the Board of Trustees. — 

John D. Rockefeller was given a banquet 
by the Board of Trustees of the Chicago 
University at the Quadrangle. club last 
night, and he made an address which was 
remarkable for its frankness, its simplicity, 
and the pleasing manner in which it Was 
delivered. Though the Board of Trustees 
was responsible for the occasion, the mem- 
bers were not the only ones who were pres- 
ent. Many of the most prominent of Chica- 
go's citizens were there. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s turn came at the conclu- 
sion Of the other addresses. He termed his 
effort a‘ talk ’’ merely... He said it gave him 
great pleasure to see them, and then he 
said before he came to Chicago he had 
heard so much of the wonderful things that 
had been accomplished in this city he had 
been half afraid to meet the business-men. 
J] was afraid of you," he’ repeated em- 
phatically. 

He then said he had been overwhelmed by 
kind. attentions since his arrival. He had 
told the President he would speak but a 
few words, and President Harper had com- 
manded him then to abide by his agreenient.

Once started, they were like a lot of wild 
beasts. Men, women, and children were 
knocked off their feet like so miany ninepins, 
and in a few minutes twenty or more were 
lying on the pavement in all directions. 

Fred W. Hearn, the dtiver of a furniture 
van, was standing with his wagon in front 
of the police station, and on the seat beside 
him sat liiam Ions, a striker, and a 
brother of Benny Ions, the man almost shot 
yesterday afternoon, and Stephen B. O’Neil, 
a contractor living at No, 252 Kennard street. 
One of the patrolmen yelled at Hearn and 
told him to drive out of the way, and before 
he could comply he and the other two men 
on the seat were seized by a dozen officers 
and pulled to the ground. Hearn stumbled 
and a dozen clubs came down on his head 
with terrific force. O’Neil was injured badly 
in the leg and was carried into the station. 
The blood poured from Hearn’s head and he 
was picked up by the officers and placed in 
the wagon. Young Ions) was put under ar- 
rest, but escaped a beating. 

Charles Coopenbecker of No. 31 East Court 
street was clubbed badly and placed under 
arrest. Herman Schaels of No, 59. Reese 
street, a blacksmith, was given a beating 
and placed under arrest. By this time the 
crowd was dispersed, and a number of the 
non-union men were placed in the patrol 
wagons and hurried to their homes. 

While this was going on a report was re- 
ceived over the telephone that a striker had 
been shot at the corner of Kirtland and Ham- 
ilton ‘streets, and Capt. English detailed a 
dozen men and a wagon to go there. 

As the rumor got out into the crowd there 
wasascramble for cars, and many ran across 
Wilson avenue to the place where the man 
was shot. 

Joe David, a molder working in the Van 
Wagoner foundry, says he saw the trouble. 
‘*}] was coming from the shop in Hamilton 
street,”” he said, ‘‘ and I saw two men on 
bicycles coming toward me. Then I saw 
three men run after them and yell at them. 
They wanted them fo stop so they could talk 
to them Before any hitting was done one 
man jumped from his wheel and in a minute 
he had shot Rettger. He never spoke, but 
ran across the etree? and fell against the alley 
fence. Then the é6ther three men jumped on 
Saunders and he was being badly beaten 
when he was rescued and taken into the 
office. The crowd did not gather for fully 
five minutes after the shooting. Then there 


was an effort made.to lynch the man who did ° 
the shooting, ~Sonve one got a rope, and had 
} it not been for Policeman Gibbons, who is a 


great favorite out in this end, the boys would 
have strung the fellow up.’ 

Saunders, the man who shot Rettger, is 
locked up in the Central Police Station. 
There has been no charge made against him 
as yet.

KENWOOD WROTH OVER“ HELLO” GIRLS 


People Denounce the Telephone Serv- 
ice as Execrable and Say Their In- 
struments Are of Little Use. 


Unless some one does some hurry-up mis- 
sicnary work among ‘the “hello” girls of 
the Oakland Central, either the telephone 
company ors somebody else will have to 
found another hospital for that portion of 
the city. 

Four-fifths of the telephone users of the 
Oakland district are suffering from acute 
nervous prostration, and the other fifth has 
its hands badly blistered from trying to 
reach central. 

Last December the company decided te 
change its system of grounded circuits to 
the Express system,in usg in the down-town 
office. The change, so the representatives 
of the company say, has been made grad- 
ually, and there is not a man, woman, or 
child in Oakland who will dispute the state- 
ment. The change has been so gradual that 
children who were sent by their parents to 
near-by drug stores to call up some distant 
merchant have come home so much in- 
creased ‘in age and size they were scarcely 
recognized, and old men’ who had waited 
till the central at Oakland could connect 
them with the down-town circuit have be- 
come so weak and decrepit they have had to 
be sent home in an ambulance. 

The Oakland exchange is located in a new 
brick buiiding in the center of the’ block 
between Cottage Grove avenue and Drexel 
boulevard. People who live in the neighbor- 
hood say the building was placed away from 
the street so the remarks of angry sub- 
scribers who passed by would not disturb 
the girls in the office. 

Night.Manager Manes of the down-town 
central says he never heard of any com- 
plaints about slow service at the Oakland 
exchange, but he has evidently never stood 
on a street corner near where one of his 
‘phones is located and heard the “ holler 
when somebody tried to use the machine. 

** Do you. see the blister on that finger?’ 
said a clerk in the,Chatham Pharmacy, Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Forty-fifth street. 
‘*I rang the ’phone yonder for fifteen min- 
utes before I got any response from centra!, 
and I have this for a keepsake. We have 
had trouble with our ’phone ever since I can 
remember, and all the response we could 
get from the manager was he would ‘ fix’ it.’’ 

The ’phone in the Chatham Pharmacy has 
a ‘““Ten Cents’”’ sign attached to it, and that 
is what makes it so exasperating. Every 
ten minutes some good customer drops in to 
use the ’phone. He rings the bell and waits 
with the receiver at his ear. If he has ever 
tried to telephone before he drops the re- 
ceiver after ringing up and goes about his 
business, leaving word for a messenger to 
be sent for him when the response from 
central comes, which is anywhere from ten 
minutes to three hours.; 

E. Thiele, Forty-fifth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, has the same trouble. He 
has been promised better service for months, 
but that is as far as it has gone. 


FOOTPADS HOLD UP A NORTH-SIDER. 


They Rush Out of a Doorway and Over- 
power Their Victim, Securing 
87 as Booty.

ALTGELD SEEKS GLORY. 


CITIZENS CALL LINCOLN PARK PLAXS 
HIS PRIVATE SCHEME. 


They Regard the Alleged Improve- 
ment Emanates from a Desire for 
Personal Aggrandizsement—W ork te 
Cost $7,000, » While the Assessed 
Valuation of the Property to Be 
Taxed Is Only About $5,000,000—It 
Means Confiscation. 


Property-owners representing 90 per cent 
of the real estate holdings in Buena Park, 
together with representative citizens and 
property-owners from all parts of Lake 
View, held an indignation meeting last 
night at Fink’s Hall to protest against the 
proposed Lincoln Park extension and other 
improvements under consideration :

The property-owners would like to know 
who is paying a horde of boys who are cir- 
culating petitions favoring the scheme. The 
petitions are addressed to the Assessor and 
Supervisor, and it is said the agents are 
paid ten cents for each signature obtained, 
and that servant girls and other irresponsi- 
ble people are among the signers.

ALD. KNUDSON HAS TO BACK DOWN. 


Tells Indignant Constituents He Will 
Support the Loop Ordinance Veto. _ 
Ald. Knudson of the Seventeenth Ward 

faced a crowd of 300 angry people in a hall 
at No. 140 North Union street last night 
and informgd them that he was in favor 
of a compensation clause to the Union Loop 
ordinance and that he would vote to sustain 
the Mayor’s veto of the measure as it was 
passed by the City Council last Monday 
night. 

The meeting was called by the Good 
Government League of the Seventeenth 
Ward, irrespective of party, in protest 
against the votes of Ald. Knudson and Ald 
Revere, especial reference being made to 
Knudson, who Was indorsed by the Munici- 
pai Voters’ League and voted for oy men 
of all political faiths as a reform candidate. 
Ald. Revere did not attend the meeting. 

Joseph A. O’Donnell presided. While stat- 
ing the business of the meeting he was in- 
terrupted when he mentioned Knudson’s 
name by-a citizen,- who called out: 

** Knudson is a big boodler.’’ 


Knudson Explains and Promises, 


At that moment the Alderman entered, and 
the crowd cheered. Mr. Knudson came to 
the platform, and began a rambling talk, 
denying accusations against him and tell- 
ing how many things he had done for the 
ward. 

‘Tell us about the loop ordinance! How 
much did you get out of it?’ called out a 
listener, who had become impatient. Sev- 
eral other questions in the same vein were 
hurled at the speaker, and he said: 

‘*I didn’t get a cent out of it. I voted for 
the loép without the compensation clause 
because I think there should be a loop. If 
the Mayor will now veto the ordinance I 
will vote to sustain the veto. I will not 
vote to pass the ordinance again without a 
compensation clause.’ 

Ald. Knudson further said that Aldermen 
were placed under suspicion no difference 
which way they voted. If they voted against 
the loop in Van Buren street they were ac- 
cused of being subsidized by the Van Buren 
street property-owners, and if they voted 
for it they were suspected of being influenced 
by the other side. 


Approval or Disapproval Refused. 


A motion was made to vote approval or 
disapproval of Ald. Knudson’s act, but the 
Chairman thought the motion, out of order, 
and so ruled, A motion to appoint a com- 
mittee of fifteen to attend the meeting of 
the City Council next Monday night and 
report back what was done was carried. 
The meeting then adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chair of the Good Government 
League of the Seventeenth Ward. 

Ald.*-Knudson made flat denial of the state- 
ment that he had voted against the three- 
cent-fare ordinance and said the records 
would show that he voted for it. 

There were a number of warm friends of 
Knudson in the crowd at the meeting and 
it was plain that there would have been dif- 
ficulty in putting condemnation upon the 
Alderman’s vote. Dr. Moran offered violent 
opposition when the Chair asked the Alder- 
man if he would promise to vote for a com- 
pensation clause. Dr. Moran said the Alder- 
man should not be esked to cross a bridge 
before he came to it.

HOW “TO GIVE SILVER A CHANCE,’ 


to run the convention which meets here 
mext week say that they want to “ remon- 
etize” silver. They demand for it “ free 
access to the mints.” They assert that 
the denial on the part of the United States 
‘of that “free access” has lowered’ the 
price of silver to what it is; but it has not 
lowered the value of the 500 «millions of 
silver dollars in this country. On the con- 
trary, Govs. Altgeld and Boies denounce 
them as being worth $2 each. These Dem- 
ocrats are coing to demand free coinage of 
silver, coupled with the absurd and evi- 
dently false proposition that sixteen parts 
of silver are equal to one of gold. That is 
not true anywhere in the world, as they 
know, and no,act of Congress can make it 
Arue. Why do not the free silverites drop 
this flagrant lie and demand simply the free 
‘coinage of silver dollars to be left to cir- 
culate on their merits—that is, let them De 
a legal tender for their commercial value. 

Let the majority in the convention declare 
that every man who has 371% grains of 
silver may take it to the mint and have It 
coined into a dollar for him—a dollar with 
a new device. The present one says, 
-God we trust.” The free coinage one may 
‘say, “ In silver we trust.” 

The law should declare that henceforth 
there are two standards—a gold and a silver 
one—and that the gold dollar shall be a 
legal tender in payment of all gold stand- 
ard debts, and the silver dollar in payment 
of all silyer standard debts. The men who 


_ borrow silver will contract to pay in silver 
| dollars.

Those who borrow gold will con- 


| tract to pay in gold. 
As regards current transactions the mer- 


| chant to whom a gold dollar is offered will

not go so far the fault will not be that of 
the government, but of silver.

If the free silvyerites are correct in their 
allegation that *' free access to the mints ” 
will raise the price of silver, then the silver 
dollars to be coined under the proposed law 
will keep on increasing in value or pur- 
chasing power until the gold and the silver 
standard become oneandthesame. If that 
does not happen neither the mine owner nor

It will have been shown, however, that 
silver has not been ‘** the victim of legisla- 
tion” nor of Wall street, but the victim of

SENATOR JONES DECEIVES A REPORTER. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas informs a re- 
porter that— 

The issue this year will be bimetallism as 
against the single gold standard, and upon that 
the Democratic party will go before the people. 
By bimetallism we mean the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at a ratio of l6tol. We believe, 
at least: many do, that if we remedy our finan- 
clal matters the government will have sufficient 
revenue under the Wilson bill. 

A Senator of the United States ought to 
be ashamed of trying to deceive u gyileless 
reporter who knows nothing of bimetallism 
and the Wilson bill, so as to get him to print 
something which is not true. 

‘Senator Jones knows that the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 is not 
bimetallism. He knows that in no country 
where free coinage is. permitted at that or 
any other ratio is there a bimetallic cur- 
rency.| Gold will not circulate there, nor 

would it circulate here if the free coinage 
of silver were permitted. 

The only bimetallism which exists where 
free coinage does is that of silver and cop- 
per or that of silver and some other: base 
metal. If Congress wére to pass a free 


| coinage law this country would have a bi- 


metallic currency of silver and nickel. That 
is the bimetallism Jones has in mind, but 
he conc€aled that from the reporter. 

Nor is it true that the Wilson-Gorman 
law would produce more revenue if the sil- 


| ver standard were substituted for the gold

Free silverites like Pitchfork Tillman 
shout themselves hoarse while denouncing 
the “ bloated bondholder,” the “ greedy 
banker,” the “coupon clipper,” and the 
“monopolistic capitalist.” They conjure 
up a ghost to frighten weak-minded people 
with—that if the gold standard is not aban- 
doned those people will “ corner ” the money 


supply of the world and have mankind at« 


their mercy. According to these dismal 
howlers Wall street will rule America and 
will become the owner of all the lands and 
other properties. : 


But the Tillmans and Altgelds never tell | 


the geese who go to hear them and applaud 
their wild, frothy words that the price 
which the owner of money or capital re- 
ceives for the use of it has been steadily de- 
creasing for the last thirty years, so that at 
this time on _the average: interest is only 
about half what it was in 1866—thirty years 
ago—and the tendency is still downward in 
the rates of interest. 

Though the opportunities for using money 
in this country are so much greater than 
they were thirty years ago, there being ten 
modes of employing it now where there was 
one*then, the supply of capital—gold cap- 
ital‘ at that—has increased so much more 
rapidly than the demand that the owner of 
capital can get for its use but half what he 
got thirty years ago.. 

Some Hastern railroads. are extending 
their 7 per cent bonds which are falling due 
now, and they are doing it at fhe rafe of 4 
per cent and others at 4% per cent; and the 
holders of the securities are glad to accept 
the. reduced rates, though their ineomes 
from them are cut down over a third. 

An exceptionally.strong road like the 
Pennsylvania can get money now at 3, 
per cent. Twenty years ago it had to pay 6 
per cent interest on the bonds it sold. 

What is true of railroads is true of pri- 

,vate individuals. It is as true of Western 
as of Eastern borrowers. Money is cheaper 
in this city by 40 per cent than it was twen- 
ty. years ago. The man who had to pay 10 
per cent when he mortgaged his land pays 
only 5to6 now. When old loans have been 
extended it has been done at reduced rates— 
rarely higher than 6 per cent, but mostly at

Much license 
is extended the community generally at 
this season of the year, and many forms of 
noisy observance of the great national hol- 
iday are permitted that border closely on 
the danger line, but there can be no com- 
promise on the dynamite torpedo question, 
and that fact should be made plain at once. 
There is no pretense of patriotic sentiment 
in these demonstrations in which torpedoes 
are placed on car tracks. They are caused 


entirely by a malicious desire to frighten the 


passengers, a invariably succeed. But 
they also :result frequently in severe per- 
sonal injuries, and therefore are wholly be- 

yond the pale of legitimate indulgence. No 
one can plead that he has not been warned 
this practice is an unjustifiable violation of 
the law. No policeman should hesitate for 
an instant to arrest the man caught in the 
act, and no policeman will be pardoned if 
he does not exercise the utmost vigilance in 
an effort to capture these offenders.

Chief Swenie’s Views. 


While there was no clash between Chief 
Swenie of the Fire Department and the Com- 
missipners,'from an interview with the Chief 
it is apparent he believes the civil service 
law, as it stands, is not adequate to meet the 
requirements so far as the selection of the 
best and most satisfactory men for promo- 
tion and appointment in his department is 
concerned. , So far as the law is concerned 
it was carried out to the letter in the order 
issued: yesterday. Chief Swenie said: 

’ There has been no friction between any 
member of the commissfon and myself. 
Some of my ideas concerning promotion and 
appointment cannot be operative on account 
of the letter of the law, but the law is there 
and we will work under it.- To illustrate— 
when I call for a Marshal or a Captain Iam 
given the names of the three eligibles with 
the best records of examination. I must 
take one of those three. To my mind the 
best timber is not always to be found in the 
whole list of men pronounced eligible by 
examination. I think it would be better to 
send ‘me the whole list of eligibles. I believe 
better men could be selected then than when 
I have but three to select from.

| LINCOLN PARK WELL TAKES A DAY OFF. 


Thirsty Residents of Lake View Find 
Trouble in Getting Enough Water 
for Their Morkhing Coffee. 


Thirsty citizens of Lake View were dis- 
concerted yesterday morning to find that the 
artesian well in Lincoln Park, the only 
thing between them and discomfort, had 
gone dry. 

It was the first time the well had taken a 
day. off since the pipe was sunk to a depth 
of 3,000 feet. People who came to the park 
to get enough water for their morning coffee 
had to go home with empty pails and quench 
their thirst with something else. 

The well realized its obligations to the 
‘community a half hour later, but the water 
came by fits and starts all day, which 
showed it had overdone itself the day before. 

Yesterday was the worst day of the Lake 
View drought. The crowds which surround- 
ed the artesian well all day amounted almost 
to a mob when the water took a notion to 
flow. ‘Bottles,jugs, and anything in which 
water could be carried were utilized. A 
number of boys made money délivering the 
precious fluid to the residents of the vicinity. 

It was a case of the.strongest prospering, 
and the women and children who tried to get 
a few drops of water in the jam of tins and 
earthenware held under the fotintains hada 
sorry and a dry time of it. 

“I always suspected this artesian well got 
the most of its supply from the Lake View 
water mains,’ said.a man who had held a 
glass bottle under the fountain for half an 
hour waiting for the water to flow-again, 
“‘and this confirms my belief. ' I have been 
trying to get some water to cool the lips of 
my wife and children, but I guess I shall 
have to give it up.”’ 3 

Just then the water again began to flow 
slowly, and the man paid his attention to 
catching the scanty drops. 

Yesterday was said to be the first day in 
two years that the artesian well has not 
flowed steadily, and the parkkeepers are 
unable to account for the troublé. The water 
in the lagoon is almost as high as it ever ig. 
But those who are supposed to know say 
there is no connection between this and the 
well, anyway. 

How the well found out that the Lake 
View pumping works were only half work- 
ing 18 a mystery. People in the vicinity of 
the park say they cannot be blamed if they 
fall back on the beer gardens, which are the 
only places,in the northern suburb where 
liquids-can be had in unlimited quantities. 

Work on the connection of the new intake 
is progressing slowly, because only. one 
diver can be employed in the narrow space 
under the water at atime. An accident is 
liable to happen at any time to delay the 
work, If eyerything moves as hoped for 


| the water will be turned through the new 


intake some time on Saturday.

BETWEEN YALE AND NEW COLLEGE. 


Opinion of Reginald McKenna on the 
Henley Crews. 

{SPECIAL CABLE BY BALLARD SMITH.] 

London, July 2.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Press Publishing company, New York 
World.]—Reginald McKenna, M. P., is an 
acknowledged rowing -authority, having 
stroked the winning Cambridge eight in the 
inter-university race, and coached Trinity 
Hall. He talked of Yale’s chance in the 
House of Commons tonight. He said: 

“*T am sorry to say I missed seeing Yale 
last evening when at Henley, but I was 
speaking to all the old *thands on the river 
side who have followed the work of all the 
crews entered for the Grand Challenge Cup. 
They were all of one opinion, that there are 
only two boats in the race, Yale and New 
College, Oxford. 

“I saw Leander myself, and don’t think 
much of them, and I also saw New College, 
and they are a splendid crew, so that Yale 
must be an uncommonly fine lot to stand 
equal with them. 

‘* The course is unfair under certain condi- 
tions, and if the wind blows off Bucks Side 
it gives an. immense advantage to the boat 
having Berks Station, but the opinion of ell 
English coaches was that, given a fine day, 
with conditions even, it will certainly be a 
neck and race between Yale and New.” 

Mr. McKenna would, of course, be in an 


real opinion of the coaches,’ being one of 
themselves, and his language respecting the 
chances of Yale is more noteworthy because 
it is much more unqualified: than any of 
these authorities have publicly committed 
themselves. In a dispatch from gym | to- 
night it is said the Yale crew went the bar- 
rier this morning in excellent time. Barrier 
is a certain distance batween two gates on 
Bucks Bank, which the average crew is sup- 
posed to cover in one minute. Yesterday 
New. went 127 feet over in one minute. This 
morning Yale covered it in 1:20. The condi- 
tions were not quite as favorable. 

The new boat was taken out late this morn- 
ing. No,’ speed trials were made, but the 
boys were all highly pleased with the boat 
and the old oars. This evening Leander 
went the total last half ten seconds behind 
Yale’s yesterday’s trial. 

Amid great excitement tonight at 8 o’clock 
the American four, Armstrong, Paine, 
Wheelright, and Miller, beat the Henley four 
over the last half of the course by four feet. 


YACHT CANADA TO BE REPAIRED. 


Recent Defeats Attributed to the Bad 
Condition of the Hull, 
Toronto, Ont., July 2.—{Special.]}—The syn- 
dicate yacht Canada was hauled out of the 
water this morning and the inspection which 
followed showed in a great->measure the 
cause of its recent defeats. In both races, 
especially in that of yesterday, the boat has 
leaked badly. Its bottom was found to be 
rough with several plugs loose, and it will 
be necessary to give it a thorough scraping 
and to tighten it up all around: The hull 
already shows signs of having been quickly 
but not carefully constructed; but all this 
will be remedied.

GO 'VARSITY A SECOND TIME. 


Providence Team Wins the Greatest 
‘Game Ever Played on Marshall 
Field—Contest Witnessed by Johna 
D. Rockefeller and Visiting Profes- 
sorse—Costly Errors Give Visitors 
the One Run Which Brings Them 
Championship of America.

Brown University succeeded in winning 
the third and decisive game in the college 
championship series yesterday by a narrow 
margin of one run. The game was the most 
exciting ever seen on Marshall Field and no 
one could with certainty pick the winner 
until the end of the last inning. 

One of the most distinguished audiences 
that ever witnessed a college baseball game 
was gathered in the grand stand. All the 
learned Oriental scholars who are at the 
university to take part in the dedication of 
Haskell Museum came over to the ball field 
from the dedicatory exercises, together 
with a number of the faculty and Board of 


Trustees, Supreme above all in present im- 


portance sat John D, Rockfeller, the founder 
of the university. He forgot his dignity in 
the excitement of the game and vied with 
President Harper in applauding each brilliant 


play. 
Is a Peculiar Game. 

It was a peculiar game in many respects 
and the Browns had their luck with them. 
The visitors were easily outbatted, the Ma- 
roons making eight hits off Dunne for a 
total of. fourteen bases, while one three- 
bagger and three little singles were all the 
Providence boys could secure from Nichols. 
Honors were easy in the error column, each 
team making four, but Chicago's came at 
most inopportune times, while Brown's were 
not so costly. Four earned runs were bat- 
ted out by the losers, while the winners 
were made presents of all they got. 

Nichols and Jones carried off the batting 


‘honors of the day, each with a triple and 


a single. For Brown, J. Dunne was the 
only man who could do much with Nichols, 
securing two of the team’s four hits. 

Brilliant plays abounded, throughout the 
game. Herechberger made a wonderful run- 
ning catch of Lauder’s long fly in the fifth, 
and H. Clark’s throw from deep left to catch 
Rodman at second in the same inning was 
@ grand stand performance, Phillips made

| CEREMONIES AT THE DIVIS MONUMENT 


Confederate Veterans Pay Tribute to 
the Memory of Jefferson 
Davis. 


Richmond, Va., July 2.—Never before in 
its history, not even upon the occasion of 
the unveiling of the Lee monument in 1800, 
has Richmond seen such a crowd as that 
which has assembled here today to witness 
the laying of the corner-stone of the monu- 
ment to the memory of Jefferson Davis. 

The convention was opened at 10 o’clock. 
The session was a very short one. An in- 
vitation was extended from the Philadel- 
phia Brigade to attend the reunion of Blue 
and Gray at Washington, Sept. 16, when a 
monument to the brigade will be unveiled 
at Antietam. 

The Rev. J. William Jones was opposed to 
this on the ground that this was the brigade

that kicked up the row in Richmond about 
marching behind the Confederate flag: 
There was a parade of 25,000 people, Gen. 
Gordon being Marshal of the day and the 
Stars and Stripes being carried ahead of 
every division. At Monroe Park Mrs. Davis 
and her two daughters occupied seats on 
the platform. Bishop John C. Granberry of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church offered 
prayer, and the corner-stone of the monu- 


ment to Jefferson Davis was laid with the 


ritual of the Masonic order. 

Gen. Stephen D. Lee was orator of the 
day. Among other things he said: 

‘We are here today to honor the memory 
of Jefferson Davis; to lay the corner-stone 
of.a monument to one who'needs on monu- 
men in our generation beyond that in the 
hearts of his countrymen. But we think it 
due to erect one that posterity may know 
the reverence felt for the great leader of a 
cause that failed. It is fitting that he should 
rest here in Virginia—that greatest of all 
States, the battle-scarred producer of war- 


_riors and statesmen; fitting that he should 


rest here among her immortals. But for her 
generosity in ceding her vast territory.,to 
the Union Kentucky would have still been 
hers and he would have been born her son. 
Many Presidents, statesmen, soldiers He In 
Virginia soil—from Washington to the pres- 
ent time—none greater than Davis, but more 
fortunate.’’ 

In an interview Mrs. Davis expressed de- 
cided opposition to locating the battle-abbey 
in Washington and said it would be just as 
appropriate to erect the monument to Davis 
in Boston. 

The veteran cavalry held a meeting this 
morning to take steps toward erecting a 
monument to Gen. J. E. B. Stewart. 

Col. William H. Hempstreet of Brooklyn 
made a speech in which he spoke kindly of 
treatment he had received by veterans and 
said he thought they were all true to the 
American flag. But, he added, he was dis- 
appointed to find so few flags of the Union 
used by civilians in decorating their houses, 

Lieut. George P. Hall of Hanover County, 
Va.,. replied to Col. Hempstreet by saying 
the Southern people do not wear their. pa- 
triotism on their coats, but in their hearts; 
the South was true as any section to the 
Union and if the President would call for 
troops to oppose a foreign foe the South 
would be the first section to respond,

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MAYOR SWIFT SAYS THE LOOP MUST 
PAY A FAIR FIGURE. 


Unless It Agrees to Do This He Will 
Veto the Ordinance—He Awaits Mr. 
Yerkes’ Reply to His Proposition— 
Attitade of the City’s Executive Is 
Indorsed by the @unicipal Voters’ 
League—Attorneys Hold a Con- 
ference. | 


“TI intend to get every dollar the Union 
Loop people will give,” said Mayor Swift 
yesterday: *‘ As soon as Mr. Louderback 
receives a reply to his cablegram to Mr. 
Yerkes we will hold another conference 
and see if we can agree on a proposition. 
I do not wish to put any obstructions in the 
way of the building of the loop, as I believe 
the majority of the people want it to ae put 
in operation as soon as possible. 

* But the city should receive a just com- 
pensation for the privileges of the franchise. 
If Mr. Yerkes is satisfied with the sugges- 
tions cabled to him we will doubtless come 
to an understanding without delay. But 
unicss he agrees to pay the city a just com- 
pensatiou I will veto the ordinance and do 
all in my power to defeat it.’’ 

The stand the Mayor has taken is heartily 
indorsed by the Mufiicipal Voters’ League 
and an assurance of the sympathy and sup- 
port of that body was given in the following 
communication which was sent to him yes- 
terday: 


“The members of the Council whose terms . 


recently commenced were, with few excep- 
tions, electéd on the platform of the Munici- 
pal Voters’ League. 
follows: 

“*To protect the rights of the people in 
the streets of Chicago, and particularly to 
prevent the granting of additional trans- 
portation and lighting licenses to private cor- 
porations without provision for full compen- 
sation to the city.’

The meeting of the board next Wednesday 
week will be of the greatest importance, as 
the standing committees are then to be ge- 
lected. It has been customary for the board 
to confirm all the appointments of the Presi- 
dent, but this year promises to be an excep- 
tion. “There are members on the board now 
who will insist on a careful scrutiny of the 
committees as appointed by President Halle.

President Halle yesterday spoke in the 
highest terms of the Mayor’s new appointees 
to the Roard of Education. In regard to the 
standing committees, which he is to appoint 
at the next meeting, he expressed some 
solicitude. He would only say that in mak- 
ine them up he would be guided by length 
of service, personal fitness, and the interests 
of the publicsachools. He did not think there 
tvas much room for a consolidation of the 
committees.
